Now next to that Ceſar under whom CEr:/? livedand ſy Fered, 
let ns ſee what Ceſars they were to whom Saint Pas#/and Saint 
Peter commanded Tributeto be. paid, and obedience yeelded, 
according to the ordinance of God; and they were Clandras 
Ceſar , Caligula Caſar , and Nero Ceſar, never one of them 
better then T:beriw , but the latter rio much worie, Fro. 
ward m/tsr5,as Saint Peter tearmes them. They were montters of 
mey, Ceſar Caligula was he , that wiſhed the people of Rome ba 
but ene necke.that be might ſtrike it off at one blow; Nero Cal.r 
was he who murdered his owne Hother.andnis excellent Maſter 
Seneca, he who madethe City of Rowe be ſer on fire,to make 
himſelfe merry withall at the finging of a forg ; the ntrer de. 
firoyers of the [ibertier, and the fundamentall liwerof the Rowan 
Repub ique; nnparaleil'd monſters for luſt, luxury, and cruelty. 
Yet both the bl:fed Apoſt les teoke thefn for the Ordinance of 

God, andcommanded every man rs ſubmu themſelves to they, 
onely in that regard, not asunto Calign/z or Vers, but 28 unto 
Ceſurs: Nay, and Saint Paxl, when they were about to bezt him 
with rods, tooke the Priviledge of Cefzrs protection, and pleg. 
ded that hewasa Remax, which was to be expounded bur 2: 

As 22, 3. Zm:cus & foci popnl; Romani, forhe was boyze a Tow 
at Tar ſis in Cilicea, and by pleading that Priviledoe hee faves 
his backe from the rods ; and in another czſe when heeiaw his 

iifein jeopardy , he apealed unto Nero,which he would not have 
done, either for the ſaving of his backe by pleading the Roxsa;, 
priviledge.or for ſaving ot his life by making this 2ppeale, if he - 
had not conceived , that both the pleading of his priviledge and 
the /aying his appeale were jult zand juſt they could nor be, un. 
leſſe the Judge were Gods Ordinance , and ſo he might lawfully 
appeale to hum ; tor it is to be ovierved in Saint Paz!through af! 
his Ep:/*!cs, rhat he wasan exemplary reſpeterof Gods Org;- 
race, 18 whomioever he foundthe Charatter of it : When hee 
had ſpoken {omerthing roundiy againſt Ayania the high P;jieft 
andeailied him whiteawalt, and they that ood by Fed =Y 
Phy he did revile the Lords big { Prieſt, he preiently Pur Hh imie!e |

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he was the bigh Prieft, and preſently alledged a Tot of Scripture 
why he ſhould not have given {uch hard words to the 7 
Pr:eff, chough both the crime wherewith he c4-0<4 
commandiug hmm to be ſtricken a gamſt re lawywasrnue, andthe 
name he gave hum for that crime, was no more, ther ind-ed he 
delrved ; yer Saint Pas weightgg nottheinjulliceand wickeds 
neile of his Fact, but the CharaRerot his Place and Gods Prdi- 
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»4xce in him. that he was the Lords bigh Pric/t, was lorry for 
what he had faid. | 

Now { if it conld be dene briefly } how obvions ts it to every 
man, that hath reac the Hyffor of the Primitive rrmes,no ie how 
the Primitive Chr:/t;aus for many ages did tread the path of 
Chriſt and his Apoſtles im this point, praying tor the proſperity of 
che Emperours , and the military Chreflians fighting faithfally 
and couragioufly under their banners, agiin(t cheir enemies, 
chown thoie Emperoxrs did blaſpheme that God, whom their 
Chr/t:an iub;ects and fouldiers adored > he thatihall deny this, 
muſt conteſle liimielfe to be uttecly ignorant inthe Chriſtian, 
and Secular writersofthe firſt ages after Chriſt, 

To this, I foreſee {ome will aniwer , that ip theſe Primitive 
times, Chrift;ans were kept under, and had »o power {9 raiſe for- 
ces, and make reſiſtance againft theſe wicked Ceſar, eliethey 
would have done it ; but that now your perty having power may 
lawtully doe it, I beſeech you eventell me truly, whether Chrif 
had not power to deſtroy Tiberius Ceſar, who had power to rike 
the living dead, and co raiſe thedead to lite ? Haga not Sai Pal 

_ powerto have firucke Cal:gulacr Nero dead , Or Ananias the 
© high Prieft, when Peter with the breath of his mourh Killed ano- 
ther eAnan:as and his wife ? To deny power £0 Chriſt and his A- 
poſt les,rrencherh a little upon 6/:ſphersy, but their ſubmitting of 
themſelves io Gods Ordinaxce, ought to beto us an examplary 
rule of praticeand piety, 

And here Idefire nor to bemiſtaken , as if thi Caſ.r againſt 
whom y9u meane io fight, had need to have any ſuch calc put for 
htm, He is a Coanffantins, or Theodo/ivs, the faithtnli ſervant of 
thac God , that T:6erizs cracified, of that Cod whom Caliguls 
and /Vere,and their vloudy Succeſiors did perfeeite in his mem- 
bers, 2 firong oppoler of all Rom(h and Antichr:Fize dottrines 
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and ſuperttirions; for his fe ſt exemplary, that he may now p/us 
z!l rhoſe that take arwes againſt him with this one queſtjon,, 
F/:ich of your wives or daughrershave Traviſhed> which of you , 
fathers brothers ſonnes,or husbands, hath my ſword devonred;; 
Whoſe aſſes or oxen have I takes > Tthinke that little reply WI 
be made nnto it. that Iihall conclude with my prayers tor TY 
2s for my ſelfe : I wiſh to God thar I my ſelfe. and every one 5 
you who doe fer azaintt his cauſe, had but the feare of God ay 
truely imprinted in our hearts, and the zeae to detend the Pre- 
reftant Rel:gion burning in our toules, and that holrmeffe and i#- 
woeency of lite ſhining in our converſations , with whico IT ar 
perſwaded in my con{cience , our common Saviour hath bleſſed 
him ina very high meaſure. 

And won'd to God the SubjeRts of both Kingdomes would 
warily take heed of the danger which lurkerh wnder this Tener, 
That it 15Jawtull to diipoſiefle the King of his eſtareand covern- 
ment , ifhe beeicher nnab'e or unworthy : For the Anabapriſts 
who in the times of C herles the fifth urged this doctrine mainly.

er men then hc had iefle; That the heires aud pnrchaters 7 if 
they were not on their fide) were but unjutt nfurpers, bat they 
who were the Elect,yere the onely tne Titularies and Proprie- 
taries; maintaining fioutly and itifly,T har Demir, and Right, 
was not founded mn nature butin grace, Hee who would know 
bur their pranks, Jer him bat reade the Commentaries of that 
tear ed and indu{trious Writer {obs Slerdan, wheyroterthe Oc. 
enrrences which fell in the hte of Charter the fitth, and hee hall 
find thac partor it which concerneth the Hiftory of the 4na- 
baptifts to be almoſt a Prophecy , but however, 4 p'aine Com- 
menraty upon car preſent tronbies.. And if that Tenet of the 
A _.ehantifts which the Daveil ratted rp juſt inthe time of Ly- 
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ly and pow erfnily oppo- 
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that Reforreation had been ernſhed, and abherred by both fides- 


the Popiſh party mainly labouring to make the world beleeye 


that this damnable Tenet had its rife and ſpring from the Lathe- 
ran DoArine, thongh by Gods gracious providenee it fell our, 
that this Anabaptiſticall Doatrine had its ruine and fall from 
toe our firſt Reformers, | 
And though the Subjects of 65th Kingdomes who now gfthere 
$ 50%, have {wallowed this Noctrine of diſpoysng & deppling of 
the King, in thecaſe of unfitneſe or unworthinefle , and dever. 
ting the Government into the hands of ſome of hz SubjeRs if 
they ſhall be thought more fit and worthy then he : yer when 
ſome ot the bould Anabapriſticall aſlerrors ſhall come to make
